"Why send him to jail in dis- 
grace when, under a more moderate 
law, he could pay his fine at the 
rate of SI a week, just as he does 
when he makes & purchase.

Bell Too Violent; 


Shatters Windows 


CINCINNATI.—For 45 years a 


giant bell has hung in the tower 
of St. Francis de Sales church 
here, but during that long period 
it has swung only once to sum- 
mon worshipers. 


The 
bell, 
weighing 
35,000 


pounds, is reported to be the 
largest "swinging" bell in the 
United States and. the second 
largest in the world. There's good 
reason why it doesn't "swing," 
however. 


•When the bell was hung in 1893, 


it swung according to schedule. 
The thunderous note of the bell 
shattered windows in the imme- 
diate neighborhood and parish 
priests ruled then it was to re- 
main immobile thereafter. 


Skeletons of Animals 


Found in ?ce-Age Trap 


WASHINGTON.—American history 


has been carried back a million or 
more years by bones found in a 
western Maryland cave, according 
to Dr. C. Lewis Gazin. of the sniiiii- 
sonian Institution. The bones of. 47 
different kinds of animals wore 
gathered from a limestone cavern 
opened when a railroad cut was 
made. They represent a strange as- 
sortment of creatures ranging from 
mastodon to crocodile. 


"The presumption," Doctor Gazin 


said, "is that in the Ice age the 
cavern was a natural trap with on 
opening directly on top through 
which the animals fell. Once inside 
there was no way to get out." 


The skeleton 200 is from a period 


probably far antedating man in this 
part of North America. It includes 
near relatives of most of the ani- 
mals now found in the Appalachian 
region and several whirh have long 
been extinct. 


The cave revealed, Doctor Gazin 


said, that monster cats, as big as 
lions or tigers and prohabiy just as 
fierce, were the terrors of the Ap- 
palachians a million years ago. It 
contained a curious assemblage of 
northern 
and southern 
animals. 


Bones of wolverine and marten, 
types now found only in the north- 
ern woods, were mingled with those 
of taj~' 3, which now range no far- 
ther north than Central America. 
Bones of mink beaver and otter— 
creatures of wooded streams—were 
mingled with those of ancient horses 
and coyotes, whose relatives today 
range over dry plains.

erected the llrct churcli In Canada. 


The Indiana objected to the new- 


comers, massacred them and wiped 
out the settlement, hut they left the 
church standing and the visitor to 
Tadoussac con hcnr the angolus 
rung by the same bell In the same 
churcli that survived the destruc- 
tion of the early village. 


Visitors to Tadoussac discover, 


among other things, that whaling 
is an industry at the mouth of the 
Sai;ucn:iy, where whaling lleets hunt 
white whales and the larRer ocean- 
going! variety.
